In a word, it was deſired that ſome ſmall Manual 
of Catechiſtical Obſervations might be found in the 
hands of young Chriſtians ; which being, by the dt- 
redtion of the Inſtrufer, and care of Parents and Go- 
Ternours, competently learned in ſmall portions, might 
enable thoſe Touths to return underſtanding . Anſwers 
ro all ſuch Queſtions as ſhould naturally ariſe from 
the Obſervations propounded. 

And if, after this, the Catechiſt ſhall pleaſe to frame 
the reſidue of his Diſcourſe upon theſe ſubjefts, to the 
Capacity and expettation of the reft of his Auditory ;
